Rules  and  Regulations  made  by  the  Council  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Barristers* 
Society,  under  and  by  virtue  of  "The  Barristers'  and  Solicitors'  "  Act, 
of  Nova  Scotia. 

INTERPRETATION. 

1.  Section  2  of  "The  Barristers'  and  Solicitors'  Act"  and  Section  23 
of  "The  Interpretation  Act"  shall,  so  far  as  material  and  applicable,  be 
considered  as  applying  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Society  in 
like  manner  as  if  expressly  incorporated  therewith. 

SEAT   OF   THE    SOCIETY. 

2.  The  permanent  seat  of  the  Society  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Halifax. 

SEAL. 

3.  The  seal  of  the  society  heretofore  in  use  shall  continue  to  be  the 
seal  of  the  society. 

4.  The  seal  of  the  society  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer, 
who  shall  countersign  every  instrument  to  which  the  seal  is  affixed. 

MEETINGS,  ETC. 

5.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  society  shall  be  held  at  the  county 
court  house  in  the  City  of  Halifax  on  the  first  Thursday  of  February  in 
each  year,  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  or  at  such  other  place  and 
time  in  the  month  of  February  in  each  year  as  the  council  fixes. 

6.  Special  meetings  of  the  society  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the 
council. 

7.  Whenever  seven  members  of  the  society  file  with  the  secretary 
notice  in  writing  requiring  a  meeting  of  the  society  to  be  called  and  stating 
the  object  of  such  meeting,  the  council  shall  call  a  sp^^cial  meeting. 

8.  Notice  of  any  meeting  of  the  society  shall  be  given  by  notice 
mailed  one  week  before  the  date  of  the  meeting  to  each  member  of  the 
society  whose  fees  for  the  then  current  year  have  been  paid,  such  notice 
in  the  case  of  the  annual  meeting  to  be  accnipanied  by  a  copy  of  the  report 
of  the  council  for  the  then  current  y^^ar   and   a  copy  of  the  statement  of 
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the  revenue  and  expenditure  of  the  society  required  by  section  54  of  The 
Barristers'  and  Solicitors'  Act,  such  statement  to  show  all  amounts  due 
by  the  society  on  the  31st  day  of  December  next  preceding  the  date  ot  such 
annual  meeting;  and  such  notice  shall  also  be  published  by  three  insertions 
in  each  of  two  daily  morning  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Halifax, 
the  first  insertion  to  be  not  less  than  seven  days  before  the  date  of  such 
meeting. 

9.  At  each  meeting  of  the  society  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meet- 
ing shall  be  read  and  after  being  approved,  shall  be  signed  by  the 
chairman. 

10.  The  order  of  proceedings  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society 
©hall,  unless  otherwise  decided  by  a  vote  of  the  meeting,  be  as  follows: — 

(a)     reading  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting; 

(h)     receiving  and  considering  reports  of  the  council,  treasurer 
and  librarian; 

(o)     receiving  and  considering  reports  of  committees; 

(d)  election  of  officers; 

(e)  any  other  business. 

11.  Beside  the  ex  officio  members  of  the  council  and  the  president, 
vice-president  and  treasurer,  there  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  society  seven  barristers,  residing  or  practising  in  the  city  of  Halifax, 
in  the  county  of  Halifax;  and  two  barristers  residing  and  practising  in  the 
county  of  Cape  Breton,  and  one  barrister  residing  in  each  of  the  other 
counties  of  the  province,  where  it  is  deemed  advisable  by  the  meeting  to 
make  such  appointment. 

12.  After  any  question  is  put  to  the  meeting,  no  further  debate 
on  the  question  shall  be  allowed,  and  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  recorded 
at  the  request  of  any  two  members  of  the  society. 

13.  Meetings  of  the  council  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  three 
members  of  the  council,  or  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  vice- 
president. 

14.  Whenever  requested  by  any  two  members  of  the  council,  or  by 
any  three  members  of  the  society,  by  notice  in  writing  signed  by  them 
and  stating  the  object  of  the  meeting,  the  president  or  in  his  absence  the 
vice-president,  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  council. 

15.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  in  any  notice  calling  a  meeting  of 
the  council  to  state  the  object  thereof,  unless  the  meeting  is  called  in  pur- 
suance of  the  next  preceding  section,  or  is  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  a 
▼acancy  in  the  memberahip  of  the  council. 
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16.  The  council  shall  hold  a  regular  monthly  meeting  on  the  first 
Thursday  of  each  month  at  the  office  of  the  president  at  four  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  or  at  such  other  time  and  place  as  the  council  shall  ap- 
point. The  members  of  the  council  when  appointed  shall  be  notified  of 
their  appointment  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  of  the  regular 
monthly  meetings  and  they  shall  be  notified  of  any  change  in  the  time 
or  place  of  holding  such  regular  monthly  meeting,  and  notice  of  any  spec- 
ial meeting  of  the  council  shal  'Ibe  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  council 
at  least  four  days  before  the  holding  of  such  meeting.  No  other  notice 
of  the  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  council  shall  be  required,  except 
that  the  members  of  the  council  residing  or  practising  in  the  city  of 
Halifax  shall  be  notified  of  the  holding  of  each  regular  monthly  meeting 
of  the  council  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  fixed  for  the 
meeting. 

17.  Whenever  a  committee  is  appointed,  either  by  the  society  or  by 
the  council,  the  members  of  such  committee  shall  be  notified  of  snch  ap- 
pointment and  of  the  names  of  the  other  members  of  the  committee  and 
of  the  purpose  for  which  such  committee  is  appointed. 

18.  The  council,  at  its  first  regular  monthly  meeting  after  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  society,  shall  from  among  its  members  appoint 
three  committees  of  three  each,  viz: 

( 1 )  The  library  committee,  to  have,  subject  to  resolution  of  the 
society  or  council  to  be  from  time  to  time  passed,  the  general  charge  of 
the  library  and  the  purchasing  of  books  for  same. 

(2)  The  reporting  committee,  to  be  the  editors  of  the  reports  of 
the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

(3)  The  legislative  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  subject  to 
resolution  of  the  society  or  council  to  be  from  time  to  time  passed,  to 
keep  inforced  as  to  any  changes  in  legislation,  whether  by  statute  or 
rules,  affecting  practice  or  procedure,  or  otherwise  affecting  the  profession 
generally,  that  may  be  proposed  to  be  enacted  or  brought  irto  force,  or 
that  may  be  deemed  by  such  committee  desirable,  and  to  take  such  steps^ 
in  that  regard  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  to  promote  such  l^^gislation 
and  to  oppose  such  legislation  as  is  deemed  not  to  be  of  that  character.. 

10.  The  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of  the  society  and  of  the 
council  shall  be  conducted  as  nearly  as  may  be  in  accordance  with  parlia- 
mentary procedure. 

20.  The  president  shall  preside  ae  chairman  at  all  meetings  of  the 
society  and  of  the  council,  and  in  his  absence  the  vice-president,  and  in  the 
absence  of  both,  the  senior  barrister  present  who  is  a  menib'^r  of  the  council 
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shall  be  chairman.     If  at  any  meeting  of  the  society  no  member  of  the 
council  is  present,  the  meeting  shall  appoint  a  chairman. 

21.  Any  person  nominated  as  an  officer  of  the  society  may  withdraw 
his  name,  and  all  persons  nominated  and  not  present  at  the  meeting  and 
as  to  whom  no  person  guarantees  their  serving  if  elected,  shall  be  dropped 
from  the  ballot,  and  in  taking  a  second  or  subsequent  ballot  the  candi- 
date receiving  the  smallest  number  of  votes  in  the^  preceding  ballot  shall 
be  dropped. 

22.  A  barrister  or  solicitor  who  is  employed  in  the  office  of  a  barris- 
ter or  solicitor,  or  firm  of  barristers  or  solicitors,  and  is  in  receipt  of 
a  salary  or  renumberation  in  such  employmnt,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
practising  barrister  and  solicitor  within  the  meaning  of  section  24  of 
The  Barristers  and  Solicitors'  Act. 

23.  No  member  of  the  council,  or  any  firm  of  which  he  is  a  member, 
or  with  which  he  is  employed,  shall  act  for  or  against  any  barrister  or 
solicitor  in  relation  to  any  matters  that  may  be  the  subject  of  complaint 
against  such  barrister  or  solicitor  under  the  provision  of  section  58  of 
the  Barristers'  and  Solicitors'  Act. 

THE  SECRETARY. 

24.  In  addition  to  the  duties  prescribed  by  statute  the  secretary 
shall: — 

(a)     attend  all  meetings  of  the  society  and  of  the  council; 

(5)  keep  the  minute  books  of  the  proceedings  of  the  society  and 
of  the  council,  with  proper  indices  thereto; 

(c)  keep  the  register  of  students-at-law  duly  enrolled  as   arti- 

cled clerks; 

(d)  conduct  all  necessary  correspondence; 

(e)  safely   keep   the   records   and   all   documents   of   the  society 

and  of  the  council,  except  such  as  are  to  be  kept  by  the 
treasurer ; 

(/)  give  all  notices  required  by  the  Barristers'  and  Solicitors' 
Act,  or  by  the  regulations  of  the  society; 

ig)  submit  to  each  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  council  all 
correspondence,  including  invoices  and  accounts,  receiv- 
ed since  the  last  regular  monthly  meeting,  and  a  state- 
ment showing  all  amounts  then  due  by  the  society; 
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(h)  perform  all  other  services  incidental  to  the  office,  or  that 
may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  regulations  of  the 
society,  or  by  the   council; 

25.  The  secretary  sha;ll  be  paid  a  salary  of  three  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  or  such  other  salary  as  shall  be  voted  to  him  by  the  society  at 
any  annual  meeting. 

THE   TREASURER. 

26.  In  addition  to  any  duties  prescribed  by  statute,  the  treasurer 
shall:  — 

(a)  receive  all  monies  payable  to  the  society,  and  hold  the 
same  subject  to  the  order  of  the  council; 

(h)  keep  proper  books  of  account  in  which  shall  be  entered  all 
monies  received  and  paid  out  by  him  or  the  society; 

(e)  prepare  the  statement  of  annual  revenue  and  expenditure 
required  by  section  54  of  The  Barristers'  and  Solicitors' 
Act,  and  also  prepare  and  submit  to  each  monthly 
meeting  of  the  council  a  statement  showing  receipts  and 
disbursements  since  the  last  regular  monthly  meeting, 
and  also  showing  the  amount  then  to  the  credit  of  the 
society  with  its  Banker,  either  on  desposit  or  on  current 
account ; 

(d)  perform  all  other  services  incidental  to  the  office  or  that 

may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  regulations  of  the  society, 
or  by  the  council; 

(e)  safely  keep  the  books  of  account  and  all  documents  of  the 

society  relating  to  his  office. 

27.  The  treasurer  for  the  time  being  may  be  required  to  give 
security  to  thio  society  by  bond  of  some  guarantee  company  to  such  amount 
as  the  council  from  time  to  time  requires  for  the  due  performance  of  the 
duties  of  his  office,   the  society  to   pay   the  premium  therefor. 

28.  The  Royal  Bank  of  Canada,  or  other  chartered  bank  duly  author- 
ized by  the  council  shall  l>e  the  bank^^rs  of  the  society,  and  the  treasurer 
shall  from  time  to  time  deposit  with  said  bankers  to  the  creilit  of  the 
society,  in  an  account  l)earing  interest,  all  monies  received  for  and  on  ac- 
count of  the  society. 

29.  All  moneys  of  the  society  deposited  with  its  bankers,  when  re- 
quir<^d  for  the  pnrpo-^'s  of  the  said  society,  shall  be  drawn  and  paid  out  upon 
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cheque  signed  by  the  treasurer  and  countersigned  ibj  the  President  or  of 
a  member  of  the  council. 

SOLICITOR  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

30.  The  council  shall,  at  its  first  regular  monthly  meeting  after  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  society,  appoint  a  member  of  the  society  entitled  to 
vote  at  such  annual  meeting  to  be  the  solicitor  of  the  society,  and  such 
member  shall,  except  in  case  of  his  death,  dismissal,  resignation  or  dis- 
qualification, continue  to  be  the  solicitor  of  the  society  until  his  successor 
is  appointed. 

31.  Any  (person  who  is  a  partner  of  any  member  of  the  council  or 
employed  in  his  office,  or  in  the  office  of  any  firm  of  which  a  member  of 
the  council  is  a  member,  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  the  office  of 
solicitor  of  the  society. 

LIBRARY. 

32.  The  librarian  shall: 

(a)     have  the  immediate  charge  of  the  library  under  the  sup- 
erintendance  of  the  library  committee  of  the  council; 

(6)  receive  the  annual  fees  of  members  and  payments  for  law 
stamps  as  and  when  authorized  by  the  treasurer,  and  keep 
an  account  of  all  monies  so  received  by  him,  and  pay 
the  same  to  the  treasurer  forthwith; 

(c)  report  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  as  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  library  and  the  books  purchased  during  the 
year. 

33.  The  library  shall  be  kept  open  daily  (except  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned) from  9  a.  m.  until  5  p.  m.  between  September  15th  and  July  15th 
and  from  9  a.  m.  to  4  p.  m.  between  July  15th  and  September  15th,  or 
until  the  Court  rises,  if  sitting  after  either  of  the  above  hours. 

34.  The  library  shall  be  closed  on  holidays,  and  on  Saturdays  after 
1  p.  m.  except  when  the  Supreme  or  County  Court  is  sitting  at  Halifax. 

35.  No  conversation  shall  be  carried  on  in  the  library. 

36.  No  person  shall  deposit  his  hat.  overcoat  or  umbrella  in  the 
library. 

37.  No  person  shall,  without  the  permission  of  the  library  committee, 
make  any  mark  in  any  book  in  the  library.

38.  Persons  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  library  may  take  out  any  books, 
other  than  reports,  at  the  closing  hour  of  the  library,  on  signing  a  memor- 
andum -wiith  the  nanue  or  names  of  the  volume  or  volumes  thereon,  and  leav- 
ing the  same  with  the  librarian;  such  books  to  be  returned  at  the  opening 
of  the  library  the  following  day.  Any  person  in  any  way  violating  this 
rule  shall  pay  to  the  society  a  fine  of  fifty  cents,  besides  fifty  cents  for 
each  day  that  any  volume  is  kept  out;  and  if  any  volume  be  not  returned 
after  six  days'  notice  by  the  librarian,  the  value  of  the  volume,  or  if  it  be 
one  of  a  set,  the  value  of  the  whole  set  shall  be  required  to  be  paid,  the 
value  to  be  estimated  according  to  the  cost  price.  Any  person 
not  complying  with  the  rules  shall  be  excluded  from  the  use  of  the  library. 

39.  The  use  of  the  library  shall  be  restricted  to  members,  and  to 
their  students,  who  have  received  from  the  member  with  whom  they  are 
studying,  a  written  permission  for  the  use  thereof  to  be  filed  with  the 
librarian,  and  to  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  and  County  Courts,  and  to 
persons  not  resident  in  Nova  Scotia  approved  by  the  library  committee. 

40.  There  shall  be  annually  devoted  to  the  law  library  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books,  as  much  money  as  can  be  spared  from  the  funds  of  the 
society. 

41.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  librarian  to  report  to  the  council  any 
infringement  of  the  regulations  regarding  the  library. 

PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATION. 

42.  (1)  The  preliminary  examination  prescribed  by  the  Council 
shall  be  on  the  Subjects  following: — 

1.  English. 

2.  Geography  and  History. 

3.  Mathematics. 

4.  Latin. 

5.  Greek  or  French  or  German. 

6.  Constitutional   History. 

7  A;  8.     Any  two  of  the  following: — 

Chemistry. 

Physics. 

Logic  and  Psychology. 

Surveying. 

Etonomica. 
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The  grade  of  difficulty  and  comprehensiveness  of  the  examinations  cor- 
responds so  far  as  practicable,  with  the  second  year  of  a  course  in  Arts 
of  a  recognized  university.  This  applies  particularly  to  English,  Latim 
and  the  other  foreign  languages. 

The  standard  to  be  expected  in  the  other  subjects  of  the  curriculum 
is  that  which  would  be  required  after  one  year's  study  of  the  said  sub- 
jects at  a  recognized  university. 

The  following  syllabus  is  given  as  a  guide,  but  if  any  candidate  wishes 
to  offer  in  the  language  subjects  different  authors  from  those  in  the  fol- 
lowing lists  he  must  make  application  therefor  and  have  his  alternatives 
accepted  at  least  one  month  before  the  date  of  examination.  The  can- 
didate may  in  special  circumstances  offer  subjects  in  substitution  for  sub- 
jects number  7  and  8,  but  such  substitution  may  only  be  made  if  approved 
by  the  Council  of  the  Society. 

Text  Books  are  recommended  but  others  of  the  same  grade  are  equally 
suitable.

Fractions.     Books  recommended:     Hall  &  Knight,  Higher  Algebra.

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(2)     Candidates  may  be  exempted  from  the  above  examination  in  whole 
or  in  part  as  Mlows:  '^ 

(a)  A  candidate  who  presents  to  the  secretary  satisfactory  certifi- 
cates of  having  completed  matriculation  into  any  college  or  university  ap- 
proved by  the  Council  of  the  society  for  the  purpose  and  satisfactory 
certificates  of  having  attended  and  passed  at  some  such  college  or  univer- 
sity at  least  ten  regular  classes  of  the  course  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  of  which  two  shall  be  English,  two  Latin,  two  in  any  foreign  lan- 
guage, and  one  in  mathematics,  may  be  exempted  from  the  preliminary 
examination. 

(b)  In  lieu  of  presenting  certificates  of  having  attended  and  passed 
the  ten  subjects  mentioned  in  the  next  preceding  paragraph  a  candidate 
may  be  exempted  from  the  preliminary  examination  upon  presenting  sat- 
isfactory certificates  from  such  a  college  or  university  to  the  effect  that 
such  candidate  has  attended  at  least  one  year  at  such  college  or  university 
and  has  passed  thereat  such  classes  as  aforesaid  or  has  been  exempted 
therefrom  for  the  purpose  of  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  by  such  college 
or  university,  or  satisfactory  certificates  upon  presentation  of  which  such 
candidate  would  be  exempted  by  such  coMege  or  university  from  such 
classes. 

(c)  A  candidate  who  presents  to  the  secretary  a  satisfactory  certi- 
ficate that  he  is  the  holder  of  the  diploma  or  degree  of  B.  A.  from  any 
college  or  university  approved  by  the  Council  for  that  purpose  may  be 
exempted  from  the  preliminary  examination.

44.  (1)  Every  candidate  for  any  professional  examination  shall, 
at  least  one  week  before  the  date  fixed  for  such  examination,  file  with 
the  secretary  a  statutory  declaration  showing  that  he  is  in  all  respects 
qualified  to  be  admitted  to  such  examination. 

(2)  No  certificate  of  having  passed  the  preliminary  and  all  pro- 
fessional examinations  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  until  the  term  of 
service  required  for  his  admission  to  the  bar  has  fully  expired. 

(3)  In  any  case  where  a  candidate  has  served  the  required  time 
under  articles  he  may  with  the  special  consent  of  the  Council  be  allowed' 
to  take  any  one  or  all  of  the  professional  examinations  at  one  time. 

ARRANGEMENTS    WITH    DALHOUSTE    UNIVERSITY. 

45.  (1)  The  Council  may  appoint  each  year  a  conjoint  examiner  or 
examiners  to  act  with  the  examiners  of  the  Law  Faculty  of  Dalhousie 
University  in  the  examinations  for  the  degreo  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Law  Faculty  of  said  University  shall  be  notified  before 
the  first  day  of  March  of  each  year  of  the  nanve  of  the  examiner  or 
examiners  appointed  by  the  Society  and   the  subjects  for  which  such  oon~ 
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joint  examiner  or  examiners  are  appointed.     In  each  year  the  examination 
in  procedure  and  practice  shall  be  a  conjoint  examination. 

(2)  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  Dalhousie  University, 
provided  the  person  holding  such  degree  has  passed  the  conjoint  examina- 
tions as  provided  in  subsection  (1)  of  this  section  and  the  conjoint 
examination  in  procedure  and  practice,  may  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  the 
First,  Second  and  Third  Professional  or  Final  examinations  and  a  satis- 
factory certificate  of  holding  such  degree  and  of  having  passed  such  con- 
joint examination  in  procedure  and  practice  may  be  accepted  by  the 
Council  in  lieu  of  said  Professional  examinations.  If  the  person  holding 
such  degree  has  not  passed  the  conjoint  examination  in  procedure, 
lie  must  pass  the  examination  of  the  society  in  procedure  and  practice 
before  such  certificate  can  be  accepted. 

(3)  The  Council  may  accept  in  lieu  of  the  First,  or  Second,  or 
Third  Professional  Examination  a  satisfactory  certificate  that  the  holder 
thereof  has  passed  the  conjoint  examinations  at  the  said  University  for 
the  first,  second,  or  third  year  respectively  of  law  studies  prescribed  for 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws    at  the  said  University. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  AS  TO  EXAMINATIONS. 

46.  (1)  All  examinations  shall  be  by  written  questions  to  be 
answered  in  writing. 

(2)  Examinations  shall  be  conducted  by  examiners  appointed  by 
the  Council  and  at  such  place  in  Halifax  as  the  Council  may  designate. 
Such  examinations  shall  be  held  once  each  year  during  the  month  of 
May.  Where  supplementary  examinations  are  granted  by  the  Council  in 
pursuance  of  sub-section  (5)  of  this  section,  such  supplementary  examin- 
ations shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  Sep<tember.  The  exact  dates  for  such 
examinations  shall  be  fixed  each  year  by  the  Council.  Such  examinations 
ghall  commence  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  may  be  continued  from 
day  to  day  if  necessary. 

(3)  Every  candidate  shall  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  examination 
at  which  he  intends  to  present  himself  and  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer 
the  prescribed  fees  at  least  one  week  before  the  date  fixed  for  suck 
examination. 

(4)  At  the  conclusion  of  every  examination,  the  examiner®  shall 
deliver  to  the  secretary  a  report  showing  the  percentage  made  by  each 
candidate  in  each  subject  of  the  number  of  marks  which  would  be  award- 
ed   to    perfect    answers. 

(5)  At  every  examination  a  candidate  shall  be  required  to  make  at 
least  fifty  per  cent  on  every  subject  covered  by  the  examination  before  he 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  passed.  Where  a  candidate  has  failed  to  pass  in 
not  more  than  three  of  the  subjects  of  examination  he  may  by  the  consent 
-•f  the  council  be  allowed  to  take  supplementary  examinations  in  the  sub- 
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jects  in  wliich  lie  has  fai'led  without  taking  examinations  in  the  remainder 
of  the  said  subjects.  Where  a  student  has  failed  to  pass  in  more  than 
three  of  the  subjects  covered  by  any  examination  he  must  take  and  pass 
examinations  in  all  the  subjects  of  such  examination  at  the  regular 
examinations  held  in  the  month  of  May. 

(6)  The  Council  shall  grant  certificates,  signed  by  the  President 
and  Secretary,  to  successful  candidates  who  are  entitled  to  the  same. 

ADMISSION  OF  BARRISTERS  AND  SOLICITORS. 

47.  Except  as  provided  by  the  Barristers'  and  Solicitors'  Act  no 
person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  barrister  or  solicitor  of  the  Supreme 
Curt  unless  he  has  passed  the  required  examinations,  or  has  been  ex- 
empted under  section  45  of  these  regulations,  and  has  paid  the 
prescribed  fees,  filed  the  requisite  certificates,  and  in  all  other  respects 
complied  with  the  Barristers'  and  Solicitors'  Act  and  the  regulations  of 
the  society. 

48.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  and  in  his  absence  of 
the  Vice-President,  to  inquire  into  the  regularity  of  every  admisson  to 
the  office  of  barrister  or  solicitor,  and  to  guard  against  and  oppose,  in 
the  name  of  the  Society,  every  irregular  or  improper  admission,  and  to 
advance  such  objections  in  every  case  as  may  be  thought  expedient  or 
necessary  for  the  honour  or  credit  of  the  profession. 

49.  The  certificate  given  to  every  student  previous  to  his  admission 
shall  be  scrutinized  and  canvassed  by  the  Council,  and  any  false  represen- 
tation contained  therein  shall,  if  expedient,  be  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  Court,  in  order  to  prevent  the  admission  of  such  student. 

50.  ( 1 )  If  any  cerificate  required  by  law  cannot  be  obtained  by 
reason  of  the  death  of  the  solicitor  with  whom  a  student  has  been 
articled,  or  from  any  other  cause,  the  fact  shall  be  substantiated  by  an  affi- 
davit of  such  student  to  be  submited  to  the  Council. 

(2)  The  Council  may  institute  an  enquiry  as  to  the  matters  con- 
tained in  such  affidavit  and  receive  counter  affidavits,  and  decide  such 
matters  in  such  manner  as  is  just. 

51.  Any  person  who  desires  to  be  sworn  in  as  a  barrister  or 
solicitor  shall  present  himself  in  the  proper  costume  of  the  Court 
and  he  shall  be  presented  to  the  Court  by  the  President,  or,  in 
his  absence,  by  the  Vice-President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  senior  member 
of  the  Council  present  and  thereupon  he  shall  take  the  oath  prescribed 
in    that  behalf. 

FORMS. 

52.  Articles  of  clerkship  of  any  articled  clerk  may  be  in  the  form 
"A"  in  the  schedule  hereto,  and  any  assignment  of  such  articles  may  be 
in   the  form   "B"   in   the   schedule  hereto. 

53.  The  forms  "C",  *'D",  "E",  "F",  "G",  "H"  and  "I",  set  out  in  the 
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schedule  hereto,  or  such  other   forms  as  the  circumstances   may  require, 
may  be  used  on  applications  for  admission. 

54.  The  certificate  mentioned  in  section  24  of  The  Barristers'  and 
Solicitors'  Act  shall  be  in  the  form  "J"  in  the  schedule  hereto. 

55.  The  certificate  of  admission  mentioned  in  section  19  of  The 
Barristers'  and  Solicitors'  Act  shall  be  in  the  form  "K"  in  the  schedule 
hereto.

57.  If  any  candidate  fails  to  pass  any  examina/tion  or  is  rejected 
on  any  other  ground  the  Council  may  return  to  him  such  proportion  of 
the  fees  paid  by  him  as  the  Council  may  think  proper. 
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REPEAL. 

58.  The  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  of  the  Society  heretofore  in 
force  are  hereby  repealed  as  and  from  the  date  at  which  the  foregoing 
rules  and  regulations  become  effective,  but  such  repeal  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  conditions  and  qualifications  as  are  provided  by  The  Interpre- 
tation Act  in  relation  to  enactments  therein  referred  to. 

RULES  WHEN  EFFECTIVE. 

59.  The  foregoing  rules  and  regulations  shall  come  into  force  and 
effect, 

(a)  As  regards  the  provisions  relating  to  preliminary  examinations, 
on  the  first  day  of  July,   1923;
